CHAPTER 1144
DRIVER EDUCATION INSTRUCTORS
H. F. 277

AN ACT relating to driver education instruetors.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of lTowa:
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SECTION 1. Section three hundred twenty-one point one hundred
eighty (321.180), Code 1966, as amended by chapter two hundred
seventy-two (272), section one (1), Actg of the Sixty-second General
Assembly, is hereby repealed and the following enacted in lieu
thereof :

“Any person who is at least fourteen years of age and who, except
for his lack of instructions in operating a motor vehicle, would other-
wise be qualified to obtain an operator’s license, shall upon meeting
the requirements of section three hundred twenty-one point one hun-
dred eighty-six (821.186) other than driving demonstration, and
upon paying the required fee, be issued a temporary instruction per-
mit by the department, entitling the permittee while having such per-
mit in his immediate possession to drive a motor vehicle upon the
highways for a period of two years from the date of issuance when
accompanied by a licensed operator or chauffeur who is at least
twenty-one years of age, or an approved driver education instructor,
or a prospective driver education instructor who is enrolled in and
has been specifically designated by a teacher education institution
with a safety education program approved by the department of
public instruction, and who is actually occupying a seat beside the
drivers; except that any instruction permit issued to a person who is
less than sixteen years of age shall entitle such permittee to drive
a motor vehicle upon the highways only when accompanied by a
parent or guardian, or an approved driver education instructor, or a
prospective driver education instructor, who is enrolled in and has
been specifically designated by a teacher education institution with
a safety education program approved by the department of public
instruction, or by any person who is twenty-five years of age or more
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if written permission is granted by the parent or guardian, who is
a holder of a valid operator’s or a chauffeur’s license, and who is actu-
ally occupying a seat begide the driver.”

CHAPTER 1145
DRIVER LICENSE FEES
S. F. 1181

AN ACT relating to driver license fees and their renewal.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowun:
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SeECTION 1. Section three hundred twenty-one point one hundred
ninety-one (821.191), Code 1966, is repealed and the following en-
acted in lieu thereof:

“The fee for an operator’s license shall be five dollars if issued for
a period of two years, and ten dollars if issued for a period of four
years. The fee for a chauffeur’s license shall be ten dollars if issued
for a period of two years, and twenty dollars if issued for a period of
four years. The fee for an instruction permit shall be three dollars
and for a temporary driver’s permit, five dollars.”

SEc. 2. Section three hundred twenty-one point one hundred
ninety-six (3821.196), Code 1966, as amended by chapter two hundred
seventy-three (273), section two (2), Acts of the Sixty-second Gen-
eral Assembly, and Senate File one thousand thirteen (1013), en-
acted by the Sixty-third General Assembly, Second Session, is hereby
further amended as follows:

1. By inserting in line one (1) hefore the word “Each” the follow-
ing sentence: “Prior to July 1, 1975, the commissioner shall issue,
under rules formulated by him, operator’s licenses valid for two or
four years.”

2. By inserting in line two (2) after the word “license” the words
“issued after July 1, 1975,”.

3. By striking from line three (8) the word “two” and inserting in
lieu thereof the word “four”.

4. By inserting in line four (4) before the comma the following:
“if the licensee is between the age of twenty-one and sixty-five years
on the date of issuance of the license, otherwise for a period of two
years”.

5. By inserting after the period in line fourteen (14) the following
new sentence: ‘““Applicants whose licenses are restricted due to vision
or other physical deficiencies may be required to renew their licenses
every two years.”

SEC. 8. Section three hundred twenty-one point one hundred nine-
ty-seven (821.197), Code 1966, as amended by Senate File one thousand
thirteen (1013), enacted by the Sixty-third General Assembly, Second
Session, is hereby amended as follows:

1. By striking in line two (2) the word “years” and inserting in
